League of Cities Backs

Bonelli Senate

Directors of the Los Angeles
County Division of the League
of California Cities have unan-
imously endorsed the proposal
of the Los Angeles County
Board of Supervisors as au-
thored by Frank G. Bonelli,
chairman of the board, for re-
apportionment of the Califor-
nia State Senate, Bonelli an-
nounced today.

At a meeting in the Roger
Young Auditorium in Los An-
geles last week the directors
voted their support of a pro-
gram to place a constitutional
amendment on the State bal-
lot. Representing 65 cities
within the county, the group
approved the committee report
presented by Councilman
Charles Peckenpaugh of South
Gate. The report read:

“THE COMMITTEE, after
two extended meetings and
hearing from Richard Carpen-
ter, League of California Cities
executive director; Frank Bo-
nelli, Los Angeles Board of Su-
pervisors chairman; Assembly-
man Thomas Rees, 59th Dis-
trict, and County Counsel Har-
old Kennedy and others, fully
recognizes the need for adjust-
ment of representation in the
California State Senate.”

Peckenpaugh added that the
committee had ‘“given careful
attention to the opposing
points of view” and had rec-

ommended “that there be ap-

proved in principle a more
equitable plan of representa-
tion in the California State
Senate.”

the Bonelli plan for reappor-
tionment was read into the
record of the meetiing by Win-
ston Updegraff, executive sec-
retary of the Los Angeles
County division. Updegraff
said that he had received mas-
sages from at least six other
cities not represented at the
evening's meeting who wished
to record their support for the
plan,

Bonelli's plan proposes a re-
apportionment~ which would
give_ Southern California an
even 20-20 split with northern
counties in the number of Sen-
ate seats instead of the present
30-10 favoring the North.

COMMENTING on the South-
ern Division League action,
made in spite of a “hands-off”
attitude urged by the North-
ern-dominated statewide Board
of Directors of the League of
California Cities, Bonelli said:

“Naturally, it goes without
saying I am tremendously
pleased with the unanimous
support to reapportionment
given by the Los Angeles Coun-
ty Division of the League of
California Cities.

“This is a real victory and a
step forward toward getting
fairer representation in the
State Senate for Southern Cali-
fornia, which bears the burden
of more than 63 per cent of
the state’s entire revenue de-
mands.”

The Constitution of the
United States is a grant of
power to the Congress of the
United States, whereas the
Constitution of the State of
California is a limitation upon
the power of the State Legisla-
ture.
One gives and the other
takes away. The State has
many more activities to control
than the United States Govern-
ment because its powers are
original and inherent, not de-
rived or delegated as are the
powers of the United States
Government.

UNDER THE Constitution of
the United States, revenue
bills originate in the lower
house, the House of Repre-
sentatives, whereas in Califor-
nia, revenue bills may origi-
nate in either house. The rea-
son is that originally United
States Senators were elected
by the State Legislatures and
the founding fathers did not
want to trust United States
Senators with tax bills.
Another difference between
the two Constitutions is that
the Congress of the United
States may legislate on sub-
jects which are not specified
by the President of the United
States, but when the California
State ‘Legislature sas a special
session, which may run con-
currently with the budget ses-
sion in even-numbered years,
such as 1960, the Legislature
of California can not act on
matters other than thise item-
ized by the Governor of Cali-
fornia, or amendment to his
original proclamation, This is
called “placing subjects before
the special session by the call
of the Governor.”

THE CONSTITUTION of the
United States also gives the
President of the United States
the power to call only one
house ' into session, but the
Governor of California has no
such power. He must call the
whole Legislature into session,
and not merely one house.
There are other differences be-

tween the two Constitutions,
but the ones mentioned here
are the principal differences,

The powers of the Govern-
ment of California are divided
into three separate depart-
ments, which are:

(1) Legislative, meaning the
California State Legislature;

(2) Judicial, meaning the
various courts, starting with
municipal courts, then super-
ior courts, then the district
courts of appeal, and finally
the Supreme Court of the
State of California; and

(3) the Executive, meaning
the Governor.

NO PERSON charged with
the powers properly belonging
to one of these three depart-
ments of the State shall exer-
cise any functions pertaining
to the others, except as the
Constitution of the State of
California expressly directs or
permits.

This is why I do not inter-
fere in court cases, including,
but not restricted to citations
issued to people for violation
of the motor vehicle code.

One of the exceptions to the
provisions of the California
State. Constitution providing
for three separate and distinct
coordinating branches of gov-
ernment is that the State Sen-
ate may sit as a Court of Im-
peachment, thereby becoming
the highest Court in Califor-
nia, even superior to the State
Supreme Court,

IN THE CASE of a vacancy
in the office of Governor, the
Lieutenant Governor becomes
Governor, and then the Presi-
dent Pro Tempore of the Sen-
ate becomes Lieutenant Gover-
nor.

In other words, the most
important duty of the Lieuten-
ant Governor is to wait for the
Governor to die, resign, or get
out of the State, In this con-
nection a peculiar thing hap-
pened a few years ago.

A Governor of a Western
State and his Lieutenant Goy-
ernor did not get along well,
The Lieutenant Governor ar.
ranged for a friend in Wash-
ington, D.C., to send a tele-

gram to the Governor, signed
